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VILLAGE CHARTER 


From Session Laws of 1870.

CHAP. 291. ; | 
AN ACT for the incorporation of Villages. 
Passep April 20, 1870 ; three-fifths being present. 
The People of the State of New York, representea in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows : 


TITLE I. 


This Title consists of Twenty Sections, and relates ex- 
clusively to the incorporation of Villages, which have — 
never been incorporated, and is not applicable to the 
Village of Fayetteville, and so is here omitted. 


TITLE Il. | ed 

Sxcrion 1. The officers of a village incorporated under 
this act shall be as follows, unless Otherwise herein 
directed: ~ 7 . 

A piesident, three trustees, a treasurer, a clerk, a col- 
lector and a street commissioner. 

§ 2. If the resident population of the village shallex- _ 
ceed two thousand, then, if the board of trustees shall by 
resolution so direct, an additional trustee may be elected 
for each five hundred of population over the two thousand, 
until the entire number of trustees, exclusive of the 
president shall be nine.

§ 3. The president, trustees, treasurer and collector 
shall be elected annually by the electors of the yillage. 
The clerk and street commissioner shall be appointed 
annually by the board of Trustees. 


§ 4. The board of trustees may, if in their judgment 
necessary, appoint, each year, a chief engineer of the fire 
department, one or more assistants, one or more fire 
wardens, one or more police constables, oi a sealer of 
weights and measures. 


§ 5. All officers elected or appointed under this act 
shall hold their respective offices one year, unless sooner 
removed or disqualified, and until their successors shall 
be elected or appointed and qnalified. 


§ 6. The inspectors of election, presiding at any elec- 
tion, or the clerk of the village, shall, within five days 
after such election, notify the persons elected of their 
election. 

§ 7. Every person elected or appointed to office under 
this act who shall neglect to file the oath of office here- 
inafter required for five days after personal notice, in 
writing, from the inspectors of election or the village 
clerk, of his election or appointment, shall be deemed to 
have declined the office, and.his place may be filled as 
in case of a vacancy. 

§ 8. No person shall be eligibe to any office unless 
he shall be at the time a resident and elector of the 
village. Whenever any officer of the village shall cease 
to be a resident thereof, his office shall become vacant. 


§ 9. No person shall be eligible as president or trus- 
tee unless owning property liable to be assessed for the 
expenditures of the village. 

§ 10. If there shall be a vacancy in any office under 
this act the board of trustees may fill the same. 

§ 11. The. treasurer, collector, street commissioner, 
police constable, and such other officers as may be re- 
quired by the board of trustees, shall severally, before 
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they enter upon the duties of their respective offices, 
execute and file with the village clerk a bond to the vil- 
lage, in such a sum and with such sureties as the board 
of trustwes shall approve, conditioned that they will 
faithfully execute the duties of their respective offices, 
and account for and pay over all moneys received by 
them respectively, 


§ 12. The several officers under this act shall each, 
before éntering upon their duties, take and file with the 
clerk the oath of office provided by the Constitution. 


§ 13. All inhabitants of the village qualified to vote 
at town meetings, who have resided within the bounds 
of said village thirty days next preceding such election, 
shall be entitled to vote for' all officers to be elected, and 
at all elections to be held by this act, unless otherwise 
herein directed ; but no person shall vote upon any propo- 
sition to raise a tax or appropriate the same, or purchase 
property, unless he shall at the time be liable to be 
assessed for such tax in his own right, or in the right of 
his wite. 

§ 14. Any officer appointed by the board of trustees 
may be removed by the board for misconduct on notice 
to such ofiicer, and opportunity given him to make his 
defense. ; 


§ 15. Elections of elective officers of the corporation, 
after the first election of officers, shall be held annually 
on the third Tuesday of March, at one o'clock in the 
afternoon, and continue till sunset, at such places as 
shall be designated by the trustees, or a majority of them ; 
at least six days’ notice shall be given by the trustees, or 
a majority of them, prior to said election, by posting 
notices in six conspicuous places in.the village, by the 
clerk, or some one appointed by the trustees, if there is 
no clerk. In case the trustees neglect to appoint a place, 
the election shall be held at the place of the last preced- 
ing annual election. ‘ 
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§ 16. The trustees and clerk of the village, after the — 
first election of officers, shall be inspectors of eleetions 
for the village, and one or more of them shall preside at 
all elections. In case a trustee or the clerk shall not be 
present the electors may appoint a chairman to preside, 
who shall have all the powers of an inspector under this 
act. 


‘§ 17. The return of every election under this act, 
after the election or elections as to incorporation, shall — 
be tiled with the clerk of the village. 


TITLE IL. 


Srotion 1. The board of trustees shall meet at such 
times and places in the village as they shall by resolution 
direct. Special meetings may be called by the president 
or by the clerk, on the written request of two trustees, 
at such time and place as the written notice to be served 
on the trustees-shall direct. This notice shall be served 
at least one hour before time of meeting. 


§ 2. The president, when present, shall preside at 
meetings of the board, and have a vote on all questions ; 
in his absence, any trustee may be appointed president 
for the time. A majority of the board shall constitute 
.&@ quorum for the transaction of business. 


§ 3. The trustees shall have the care, management 
and control of the finances and property, and custody of 
the records and papers and seal, belonging to the cor- 
poration; and may keep all buildings and other property 
of the corporation in repair, and insured against damage 
or loss by fire. The trustees shall have power, as to acts 
and matters within the corporate bounds, to make, pub- 
lish, amend and repeal rules, ordinances and by-laws for 
the following purposes : 

1. To declare and define the duties, and manner of 
discharging the same, of all officers of the corporation 
whose duties are not specially prescribed by this act, 
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and to add to the duties of those officers whose duties 
are thus prescribed, if the, board of trustees deem neces- 
sary, and to fix the compensation of such officers, if not 
fixed by this act. 

2. To prevent vice and immorality, preserve the pub- 
lic peace and order, to restrain and suppress disorderly 
houses and houses of ill fame or of assignation, gaming 
houses, and instruments and deyiees for gaming. 

3. To establish and maintain a police, and prescribe 
their powers and duties; to erect or procure and maintain 
a lock-up, or designate a place for the detention of per- 
sons arrested under this act, or under any by-law, rule 
or ordinance, and to confine said person therein. 

4, ‘To apprehend and punish common prostitutes, va- 
grants and disorderly persons, and persons unnecessarily 
congregated upon the sidewalks or corners, or disturbing 
a public assembly. 

5. To employ an attorney or attorneys for the trans- 
action of any matter requiring legal skill. 

6. To prevent incumbering the streets, squares, 
side-walks, cross-walks, lanes and alleys, with any ma_ 
terial whatever. 

7. To prevent or regulate any encroachment, or the 
erection of any projection from or opposite of any build- 
ing in or over or upon any of the streets or sidewalks, 
and cause the same to be removed at the expense of the 
owner or occupant of the premises:. 

8. To establish and maintam a public pound, and 
appoint a keeper thereof, and to regulate his compensa- 
- tion and fees. | 

9. ‘To restrain the running at large of cattle, sheep, 
horses, swine, geese and other animals, and to authorize 
the apices impounding and sale of the same for the 
penalty and cost of keeping and proceedings. 

10. ‘To provide for the, lighting of the streets, and 
safety of the lamps. 

11. ‘To erect and maintain fire engine banker; hook 
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and ladder and hose houses. 

12. To provide for the purchasing and repairimg of 
fire engines, hooks and ladders, hose carts and hose, and 
all other necessary apparatus for the same. 

13. To construct and maintain resevoirs and cisterns, 
and supply them with water for use at fires, and to 
protect and preserve property at flies, prevent fires and 
provide for their extinguishment. 

14. Toregulate and prevent any act, amusement or 
practice endangering property or person, on the streets, 
sidewalks or public grounds. 

15. To regulate and prevent the running at large of 
dogs in the village. 

16, To protect trees, provide for keeping the side- 
walks free from snow, ice, dirt and other obstructions; 
and to direct and compel the cleaning of the streets by 
the persons owning or occupying: the premises fronting 
thereon. 

EY! We regulate! swimming and bathing in the waters 
within the bounds of the village, 

18. 'To prevent immoderate riding or ive within 
the corporate limits, leaving horses untied in the streets, 
and to authorize any officer to stop any one guilty of such 
riding of driving in the streets. 

19. To regulate the time, place and manner of keeping 
and selling meats, fish, vegetables and other agricultural 
products, and the location of slaughter-houses and places 
and houses for storing of gunpowder, or other explosive 
material. . 

20. ‘To compel the removal and abatement of any pub- 
lic nuisance, and, if not done within such time as the 
trustees may allow, to cause the same to be removed or 
abated at the expense of the village, and to declare such 
expense to be a lien upon the lot on or in front of which 
it was, and to enforce the collection of such expense by 
leasing the premises in the manner prescribed in this act 
for the collection of unpaid taxes. or by action against 
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the owner or occupant of such lot, or any other person 
who may maintain or control such nuisance. 

21. To prohibit or regulate all exhibitions or perform- 
ances for money or hire, or authorize the same, on such 
terms as the trustees shall deem expedient. 

92. To restrain and prevent hawking and peddling in 
the streets, to regulate, restrain or prohibit sales by auc- 
tion, and grant licenses to auctioneers. 

23. To regulate the use of candles, kerosene or burn- 
ing materials of any kind, or lights or fires in barns and 
stables, and other places liable to take fire. | 

24. To regulate and control all existing public ceme- 
teries, and provide for the establishment of new ones, 
and to prevent all interments within the bounds of the 
corporation, except in such cemeteries. 

.25. To keep the roads, avenues, streets, lanes, public 
buildings und public places of the village in good repair, 
_ order and condition ; to construct sewers, culverts and 
drains ; to make and repair all bridges which may be 
necessary within the bounds of the village; to regulate 
and prescribe the width, line and grade of streets, avenues 
lanes and sidewalks ; to pave, plank or flag roads, streets, 
cross walks or side-walks, lay out and open new roads 
and streets, to widen, alter and change the grade or 
otherwise improve roads, avenues, streets, lanes and side- 
walks ; to drain stagnant waters, and to raise or fill up 
low grounds, if nuisances, at the expense of the persons 
benefited, and to regulate the water courses, ponds and 
Watering places in the village. 

26. To prevent and punish the discharge of fire arms, 
rockets, gunpowder and fireworks in the roads, avenues, 
Janes, streets and publie places of the village, or in the 
vicinity of any building therein. 

(27. The board of trustees shall have power to make 
and establish ali legal by-laws, rules and ordinances 
necessary to carry out the purpose of this act, print and 
pay for the same, ind to enforce such by-laws, rules and 
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ordinances, and to pay the expenses of such enforcement 
out of the corporate funds. The trustees shall also have 
power to prescribe penalties for a violation thereof, not 
exceeding one hundred dollars for each offense, but all 
such by-laws, rules and ordinances shall be posted in 
three public places in the village ten days before they 
shall take effect. 

5 4. The trustees shall have power to compel the 
/ owners and.occupants of lands or lots in front of and 
adjoining which a sidewalk is to be made or repaired, to 
make such improvements upon the sidewalks in front of 
said land or lot, to determine and prescribe the manne, 
of doing the same, and the materials to be used therein, 
and the quality or kind of such materials, and in case the 
owner or Owners, occupant or occupants, of any such 
land or'lot shall neglect or refuse to complete the said 
required improvements within such reasonable time as 
shall be required by the trustees, the said trustees may 
cause such improvement to be made or completed, and 
the expense thereof may be by them assessed on such 
owner or owners so neglecting or refusing, and be col- 
lected by warrant issued by the president and trustees as 
other taxes are directed to be collected by this act ; and 
in case such tax or assessment shall not be paid or col- 
lected, the trustees may cause such real estate to be 
leased or the owner thereof to be sued, for payment and 
collection of such tax, and the cost and expense arising 
from non-payment, in the manner and with the effect, 
and subject to the provisions, of this act in regard to the 
collection of taxes and assessments, by leasing of real 
estate, or by action at law against the person liable, 

§ 5, The trustees are authorized and empowered 
to organize a fire department, and provide for the 


government and discipline of the same, to consist of one 
or more engine companies, one or more hook and ladder 
companies, one or more hose companies; to appoint a 
sufficient number of suitable persons’ as members, not

exceeding sixty to each engine company, and notiexceed- 
ing twenty to each hose and hook and ladder company, 
with the consent of the pefsons appointed. A foreman 
and assistant foreman for each company shall be chosen 
by the members of each company in the manner to be 
directed by the trustees, and subject to their approval 
and ratification, 


§ 6. Every member of the fire department, while such 
member, shall be exempt from serving in the militia, 
except in cases of war, invasion and insurrection, and 
every person who shall serve in such fire department five: 
successive years shall thereafter be entitled to the hke 
exemption from military service, and a certificate of such 
service, authenticated by the president of the village and 
the corporate seal, shall be presumptive evidence before 
all courts and officers, civil and military, of such exemp- 
tion. 


§ 7. The chief engineer of the fire department, and, ia 
his absence, the senior assistant engineer, shall have the 
direction and control of the department, subject to such 
regulations as shall be prescribed by the trustees. 


§ 8. The trustees may, and it shall be their duty to, 
take precautionary measures to guard the public health 
in times of infections and pestilential diseases, and to 
provide against them when they appear in the village, by 
providing places for the removal of persons having such 
diseases from the populous parts of the village, and to 
pay the expenses incident to such removal, and they shall 
haye the power to remove such persons; and they shall 
have the power to appoint one or more health commis- 
sioners, who, with the president, shall constitute a board 
of health of the village ; and such board of health shall 
possess) the) powers conferred by, and be subject to, the 
provisions of, the act of the Legislature of the State of 
New York, entitled “ An act for the preservation of the 
publie health,” passed April tenth, eighteen hundred and 
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fifty, and acts amendatory thereof, in addition to the 
powers which may be given under this act, 


§ 9, The trustees shall have the auditing ‘of all ac- 
counts and claims against the village, and no account or 
claim shall be paid unless allowed by them, or after 
judgment obtained thereon. When an account or claim 
shall be audited by them, the trustees auditing the same 
shall cause to be indorsed thereon, or annexed thereto, 
a certificate, signed by the president and countersigned 
by the clerk of the village, of such auditing and allowing 
or disallowing the same, in which the sum allowed and 
the fund out of which the same is to be paid shall be 
specified. : 


§ 10. No such account or claim shall be allowed by 
trustees unless it shall be made out in items and accom- 
panied by the affidavit of the person claiming to have 
rendered the services, or furnished the mater lals, or made 
the disbursments therein charged, that the items of 
such account or claim are correct as to the service, mate- 
rials and disbursements mentioned ; that such services 
and materials were rendered and furnished and- disburs- 
ment made for the corporation, and no part of such claim 
has been paid. The claimant may be examined on oath 
by the trustees in relation to said claim and the items 
thereof. Nothing herein shall be construed as preventing 
the trustees from disallowing any account or claim, in 
whole or in part, when so made out and verified, nor 
from requiring other or.further evidence of the correct- 
ness and reasonableness thereof, ~ 


§ 11. The trustees shall present to every annual meet- 
ing of electors of the village a detailed statement of 
expenditures for the past year, and of the estimated 
ordinary expenditures of such village for the ensuing 
year, to meet which taxes may be lawfully raised, speci- 
fying each item of anticipated expense, which statement 
shall be signed by them and filed with the clerk. 
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§ 12, The trustees are empowered to give names to 
the roads, lanes, streets, avenues and publle places in the 
village. 


-§ 13. The trustees, or a majority of them, shall act as 
assessors of the village, or may appoint of their number 
a committee for the purpose, and the trustees so acting 
as assessors shall have the powers of town assessors, and 
be subject to the laws applicable to the same, apres to 
the provisions of this act. 


§ 14. The board of trustees shall cause a taap to be 
made of such village, and cause all new public roads, 
avenues, streets and lanes in the village to be surveyed 
and deseribed, and a description thereof recorded in a 
book to be kent by the clerk for that purpose. The map 
so made shall be kept by the clerk. 


§ 15. ‘Lhe board of trustees shall have power to pro- 
vide a suitable room for holding their meetings, and 
proper cases and books for the clerk to preserve the 
records and papers of the corporation. 


§ 16. The trustees shall have power to raise by assess- 
ment and tax, honey for the expenditures. required by 
the provisions of this act and the proceedings had there- 
under, and may assess and collect a poll tax of one dol- 
lar on each male resident in the village between the ages 
of twenty-one and sixty years. 


TITLE IV. 


Srorion 1, The expenditures of the village shall be 
denominated “ ordinary expenditures © and extraordinary 
expenditures.” 


§ 2. “Ordinary expenditures” shall be those neces- 
sarily i incurred to carry out and enforce the rules, by-laws 
and ordinances which the trustees are authorized to 
adopt by title three of this act, and to give force to the 
poweis therein conferred, except as such expenditures 


: 
it 
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may be specifically enlarged, or deminished, or controlled 
by other provisions of this act, 


§ 3. No ordinary expenditure for any one specific act, 


object or purpose, or thing, shall exceed the sum of five 
hundred dollars. 


3 4. The trustees shall have power to raise money 
for an extraordinary expenditure for any purpose by 
assessment and tax, by submitting a resolution, stating 
the amount to be raised and the specific object for which, 
to the arnual election, or to a special election, of the 
legal electors entitled to vote on such questions, to be 
held as in this act directed. The trustees shall have 
power to appoint such special election, cisignating time 
and place. Ifthe majority of the ballots cast have on 
them the word “ Yes,” then the trustees may raise the 
amount voted. — 


§ 5. When extraordinary expenditures shall be neeus- 
sary, in the judgment of the trustees, they shall have 
power to pass a resolution or resolutions to be entered 
in the records of their proceedings, specifying the: object 
and the amount required. No résolution shall express 
more than one object, and the amount required for the 
same. If more than one such resolution is submitted at the 
same election, whether an annual or special election, 
such resolutions shall be numbered respectively one, two, 
three, up to the number of the resolutions submitted, and 


the ballots used at such election shall be as many as the 


resolutions submitted, and have thereon the words 
“ Resolution number one,” or “ Resolution number two,” 
or “Resolution. number! three,” up to the number of 
the resolutions, with the word “ Yes,” or the word “No,” 
Ten days notice of such election , whether an annual or 
special election, shall be giyen by the clerk by posting 
notices in six public places in the village, stating time 
and place and object of election, and copying resolution 
or resolutions. The same inspectors shall preside at, 
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Lo 
and the same provisions apply to, such election, as are. 
provided for in this. act, for all village elections held 
after the first election, of officers of the village. If the 
majority of the ballots cast have thereon the word “ Yes’’ 
for any resolution, such resolution shall be adopted. 
The return of the inspectors shall-set forth each resolu- 
tion voted on; and attached thereto a statement contain- 
ing the number of ballots with “Yes” or with “No,” 
received for such resolution. The inspectors presiding 
at sueéh election shall file ther return of such election 
with the village clerk within ten days after such election. 


§ 6. In addition to the amount raised by the trustees 
for “ ordinary expenditures,” the trustees shall have pow- 
er, In any one year, in addition to the poll tax, to raise 
by tax such sum as they may deem necessary, not exceed- 
ing in any one year the amount of one per cent, on the 
assessed valuation of such village, to be denominated a 
highway tax, to work and improve the roads, avenues, 
streets, lanes and cross-walks of said village, on all per- - 
sons and incorporated companies owning property and 
estate, real and personal, in said village, to be assessed 
and collected as all other taxes are by the provisions of 
this act. The money so raised, with the proceeds of the 
poll tax, shall be devoted to the purposes expressed in 
this section, and kept apaat as a ie and distinct 
fund by the treasurer. | 


: TITLE Y. 

Seorion 1, It shall be the duty of the president. of 
the board of trustees to see that the by-laws, rules, and 
ordinances of the village, and the provisions of this act, 
are enforced, and to recommend to the board such 
measures as: he may think necessary; and, as head of 
the police of the village, he shall maintain peace and 
good order, and have the power of arrest for such 
purpose, Ifthe president shall be unable to perform the 
duties of his office, the board of trustees shall appoint 
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oné of their number to preside at their meetings, and he 
shall be vested with all the powers and perform all the 
duties of the president of the village until the president 
shall resume his office or the ‘vacancy shall be filled 
according to law. 


§ 2, The trustees shall receive all moneys belonging 
to the village, and keep an accurate account of all the 
receipts and expenditures, All money shall be drawn 
from the treasury, in pursuance of an order of the board 
of trustees, by warrant, signed by the president or the 
presiding officer of the board, and countersigned by the 
clerk. The books and entries of the treasurer, and the 
order or check book of the clerk, shall be open for inspec- 
tion by any elector of the village, at all reasonable hours. 
The treasurer shall exhibit to the board of trustees, at 
least fifteen days before the annual election in each year, 
a full account of all the receipts and expenditures after 
the date of the last annual report, and also the state of 
the treasury ; which account shall be filed in the office 
of the clerk. The treasurer shall keep separate accounts 
of the moneys received and paid out for ‘‘ ordinary ex- 
penditures,” and “extraordinary expenditures,” and on 
account of the highway tax. 


§ 3. Any justice of the peace, of the town or towns in 
which such village shall be located; shall have juris- 
diction in all criminal cases that may arise within the 
bounds of the village, with the same powers, and subject 
to the’ duties and liabilities, as a justice of the peace in 
other cases. “He shall also have jurisdiction in all actions 
brought to recover fines or penalties for the violation of 
any provision of this act, and of the rules, by-laws and 
ordinances of the village, or to recover any tax or assess- 
ment levied by the village, and his proceedings and 
judgments may be reviewed in the same Manner as is or 
shall be provided by law in cases of judgments and 
proceedings of the justices of the peace. Said justice 
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shall receive the same fees and compensation asis pro- 
vided by law for similar services. The fees and compen- 
sation of such justice ‘shall tbe audited and paid, and 
collected in the sime manner as the fees of justices of 
thé peace for similar services. All fines recovered by 
him in suits for the violation of the provisions of this 
act, or the by-laws, rules and ordinances of the corpo- 
ration, shall be paid over to the treasurer of the village 
upon their receipt by such justice. In such last-men- 
tioned suits, if judgment is entered, the-said justice shall 
award costs, including witness fees and other legal dis- 
bursments, to the successful party, to the same amount 
as a justice of the peace could in civil actions or pro- 
ceedings before him. 


§ 4. The person appointed police constable shall 
have the powers and be subject to the same duties in 
criminal and civil cases, cognizable by such justice, as 
constables of towns, and shall be ‘chief of the police force 
of the village, subject to the directions and orders of the 
president: He shall have the power, and it'shall be his 
duty to keep order in all public places in the village; to 
arrest persons Concerned it riotous or noisy assemblages 
or who are breaking the peace, or violating this act, or 
the by-laws, rules or ordinances of the village, arrest 
them, and forthwith convey them before the proper 
authority, to be dealt with according to law, and to keep 
and retain such persons in custody until committed or 
discharged, Said police constable shall haye power to 
execute any warrant or process issued by justices of the 
peace of the county in which such village is situated. 
The said police constable shall be paid for his services 
the same compensation, to be audited and allowed in the 
game manner, as town constables for similar services, and 
also such extra annual salary, as chief of police, as the 
board of trustees may direct. 


§ 5. The collector shall collect/and receive all taxes 
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and assessments, for which the warrant of the board of 
trustees, subseribed by the president and countersigned 
by the clerk, shall be delivered to him, and within the 
time specified in sueh warrant, and shall pay the same 
into the hands ofthe treasurer without delay, and take 
receipts for the same, and) make return to the clerk of the 
amount of taxes collected by him and paid over to the 
treasurer, and of taxes unpaid. The collector shall give 
a receipt to the clerk for the warrant and tax or assess- 
ment: roll delivered to him on his receiving the same. 


§ 6. After receiving the tax roll the collector shall 
post notices in five public places in the village twelve 
days before the last one of the three days specified 
in the notice, stating that he will attend at a convenient 
place, specified in the notice, in the village, on. the three 
days specified, within fifteen days from date of notice, 
for the, purpose of receiving payment of taxes; and 
he shall attend at such times and places accordingly. 
Any person or corporation paying any tax or assess- 
ment, | within fifteen. days from date of notice, shall be 
charged with one per cent thereon for the fees of the 
colleator, and no, more. After the expiration of the 
fifteen days, the collector shall collect the taxes or 
assessments| unpaid, with five per cent thereon for his 
fees, in the same,mapner as is now provided by law 


‘for the collection of town and county taxes, and with 


like power and authority as collectors of taxes of 
towns. 


TITLE VL 


Section 1. The trustees, whose duty it shall be by 
this act to act as assessors, must, within sixty days 
after the annual meeting, proceed and assess, upon 
the taxable inhabitants and corporation and property 
liable to assessment and taxation within the village, 
such sum asthey may deem necessary, besides funds

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received and estimated to be received from other sources, 
to defray the ordinary expenditures of the village for the 
current year, not to exceed the amount fixed for that 
purpose in the detailed statement of the trustees present_ 
ed at the annual meeting ; also any sum directed at an 
annual election, to be raised as an extraordinary expendi- 
ture for a special purpose for that year ; also the amount 
to be raised as a highway tax, and also the poll tax. 


§ 2. They shall also, within twenty days after an ex- 
traordinary expenditure shall have been voted by the 
legal electors at a special election, proceed to assess the 
amount in the .matter herein directed as to ordinary 
expenditures, 


§ 4, The persons acting as assessors shall, on com- 
pleting the assessment roll, give ten days notice, by post- 
ing notices in five public places in the village, stating 
that they will, in the village at a place and time stated, 
meet to hear and determine all complaints as to such roll. 
They shall have power and authority at such time to 
correct such roll as to them shall seem necessary. 
After the roll shall have been thus submitted, and cor- 
rected if necessary, they shall file the same and a copy 
thereof with the clerk of the village. 


§ 4. The tax roll, when completed, shall be immedi- 
ately delivered by the clerk to the collector, with a war- 
rant thereunto annexed, signed by the president and 
countersigned by the clerk, commanding him fo collect 
the taxes therein specified, with his fees, and return said 
warrant and roll within sixty days after the date of the 
warrant unless the time shall be extended. The board 
of trustees may extend the time for the return of such 
warrant thirty days beyond the first sixty days, and such 
extension shall in no event affect the validity of the bond 
given by the collector and his sureties, 


§ 5. All taxes Or assessments which shall remain 
unpaid for the thirty days after the final reture of said 
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warrant shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent 
per annum from and after the date of such return, and 
shall be collected, as directed herein, either by the sale 
of the estate assessed, as herein provided, or by suit 
against the party liable to pay such assessment or tax. 


§ 6. When any person whose property or estate 
shall be assessed or taxed shall fail to pay the tax or 
assessment, and the collector cannot collect the same, 
and shall make return thereof, the trustees shall cause 
the estate so assessed to be sold at auction, for a term 
of time for the payment of such tax or assessment, giving 
four weeks notice of such sale, by putting up notices in 
five public places in the village and serving personal 
notice on the owner or agent of said estate, if a resident 
of such village, or on the occupant thereof, and by de- 
positing such notice in the post-oflice directed to such 
owner, if a non-resident, at his reputed place of resi- 
dence, if known, at least ten days before the day of sale, 
and the same shall be sold to the person who shall take 
it for the shortest time for the payment of such tax or 
assessment, with interest at seven per cent, and the ex- 
pense of such notice and sale. Before the time) of sale 
the party liable for the tax, or his representative, may 
avoid the sale by paying the tax to the treasurer, with 
twelve per cent interest thereon and expense of notice 
and sale. | i 


§ 7. Atany time within a year after such sale the 
owner or owners of the estate, or their representatives; 
may redeem the same, by paying to the purchaser there- 
of (if he shall have paid the tax nd interest, and expense 
of sale.) the tax, expenses, and interest thereon at twelve 
per cent per annum from the date of the payment by the 
purchaser; in case the purchaser has not so paid them, 
by paying to the treasurer of the village the tax, expense 
of sale, and interest at twelve per cant per annum from 
the time the tax was returned unpaid, and notifying the 
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clerk of such payment. Ji such tax, expenses and in- 
terest are not paid within one year from the date of sale, 
then the trustees shall deliver to the purchaser of the 
estate a certificate of such sale, under the seal of the 
corporation and signed by the president, the execution 
of which may be acknowledged or proved as a deed, and . 
upon the receipt of such certificate the purchaser may 
proceed to serve upon the holder or owner of any lien 
upon such estate, or any part thereof’ notices in writing 
of such sale, and that, unless redeemed within six 
months from the time of such service of notice, such 
certificate may be recorded in like manner and with like 
effect as in case of other conveyances of real estate. 
Such certificate shall be presumptive evidence of the 
statements contained in all courts and places, actions 
and proceeding. 


§ 8. The purchaser xeceiving such certificate, or his 
representatives, may, in case the land is not redeemed 
as herein provided, enter into and occupy the same dur- 
ing the term for which it was sold, and shall be at liber- 
ty, within the term aforesaid, to remove all the build- 
ings and materials which he may erect or place thereon. 


§ 9. In case the collector shall return that a tax or 
assessment on any estate is unpaid, and he is unable to 
collect the same, the trustees are authorized and em- 
powered, after the lapse of thirty days after the date of 
such return, to prosecute a civil action against the own- 
er or owners of such estate in the corporate name of 
the village, and recover judgment for such'tax, with 
twelve per cent interest thereon, and all necessary costs 
and expenses of said action; said trustees may cause a 
transcript of such judgment to be filed and said judg- 
ment docketed in the county clerk’s office of the county 
wherein the village is situated, and the same, however 
small the amount, shall thereupon become a judgment 
of the county court, and be a lien on all real estate of 
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the judgment debtor situate in the county where said 
judgment is docketed ; and such real estate may be sold 
on execution issued to the sheiff of the eounty where the 
judgment is docketed, if not collected out of the personal 
property of the debtor, in the manner provided by law ; 
and all the provisions of the law in reference to sale 
and redemption of real estate on execuion shall apply to 
sales and redemptions under this act. 


TITLE VII. 


Sucetion 1. A village incorporated under this act shall 
constitute a separate higliway district within its corpo- 


rate limits, exempt from the superintendence of any 


one except the board of trustees, who shall be com- 
missioners of highways in and for such village, and 
shall have allthe powers of ccmmissioners of highways 
of towns in this state, subject to this act, and, as such, 
they shall have power to discontinue, lay out, open, 
widen, alter, change the grade, or otherwise improve 
roads, avenues, streets, lanes, cross-walks and sidewalks ; 
and for that purpose may take and appropriate any 
land in said yillage ; but no road, avenue, street, lane 
or sidewalk shall be opened or altered, unless all 
claims for damages on account of such opening or 
altermg shall be released without remuneration, except 
on the written petition of at least ten freeholders 
residing in said village, which petition shall specify 
the improvement to be made, describe the land to be 
taken, state the owner or owners thereof, when known, 
and shall be filed in the office of the clerk of the 
village, On the presentation of such petition the trus- 
tees shall and must meet and examine the same; and, 
if they decide the improvement shall be made, they shall 
sodecide by resolution to be entered in the minutes 
of the board ; and they shall thereupon put, up in 
five public places in said village a correct description 
of the lands to be taken to make such improvement, 
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and a notice that the trustees, ata place and on a day 
and at an hour therein specified, not less than five days 
from the date and posting thereof, will meet and hear 
any objections that may be made to the taking of such 
land, or making such improvement; a copy of *which 
notice must be served on the owner or owners of such 
land at least five days before said meeting, unless said 
owner is'a non-resident of such village; in which case, 
said notice and description must be deposited in said 
village post-office, directed to said owner at least twenty. 
days before such meeting. Any person interested may 
be heard and introduce testimony before the board of 
trustees as to the matter,on the day specified in the notice, 
or on such other day as the board may appoint. After 
such hearing, the trustees may deny the petitton, or 
approve and declare by resolution, to be entered m their 
minutes, their intention to make the said improvements, 
and proceed to obtain possession of the land described 
in the manner provided by this act. 


§ 9. When any road, avenue, street, lane or side- 
walk is opened or altered, the damages claimed by reason 
thereof may be determined by agreement between the 
board of trustees and the versons claiming such dam- 
ages, but in case the damages are not so determined or 
releused, the board shall, on being notified by the presi- 
dent as in case of a special meeting or at aregular meet- 
ing, meet and cause a jury of-six freeholders to be 
summoned to determine and award said damages. Five 
days’ notice of the time and place of such meeting shall 
be given to the owner or owners of such lands, if resi- 
dents of the village, and if not such residents, then 
notice shall be sent, ten days before such meeting, by 
mail, directed to the place of residence, if known, of 
each of such non-residents; the jury shall be sworn to 
faithfully and impartially execute their duty ; shall ex- 
amine the premises, hear the proofs and allegations of 
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the parties, and reduce the testimony to writing, if any 
is taken; and they shall determine and award to the 
owner or owners of such lands such damages as they 
will sustain by the proposed alteration or improvement, 
after making allowance for any benefit which the said 
Owner or Owners may derive therefrom. The deter- 
mination and award of the jury shall be signed by them 
and filed in’ the office of the village clerk, and a copy 


‘served. on the persons entitled to such award. If no 
‘appeal is made within twenty days from the time of such 


service, the determination and award of such jury shall 
be final and conclusive on all personsinterested. A copy 
of such award, certified by the clerk under the geal of 
the village, shall be evidence of the same in all courts 
and places and all actions and proceedings, 


§ 3. No trustee who is interested mm any lands taken 
for such alteration or improvement shall act with the 
trustees when sitting as a board to determine the dam- 

ages, or to summon the jury to award damages, for 
taking such land. 


§ 4 Any person interested therein may, within twenty 
cite after notice of the award of the jur y, appeal from” 
such award by petition to the county judge of the county 
where such village is situated, praying for the appoint- 
ment of three commissioners, residing in said county, to 
review said award of said jury. The person appealing 
shall execute a bond to the village in its corporate name 
in the penal sam of two hundred and fifty dollars, with 
two sureties who shall justify in twice the amount, con- 
ditioned for the payment of the fees of the said eommis- 
sioner and costs of appeal, in ease the award of the jury 
shall not be increased twenty dollars by said commis- 
sioners to each party appealing, Filing such bond with 
and serving a copy of said petition, with « notice of the 
time when and place where the same will be presented 
to the said judge, or the village clerk, shall operate as a 
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stay of proceedings until the decision of the commis- 
sioners thereon. All persons appealing from the award 
.of the jury for damages, as to one single and continnous 
alteration or improvement, shall joi in one petition, and 
muy execute a joint and several bond in two hundred 
and fifty dollars, with sureties and conditioned as herein- 
before mentioned, and there shall be but one board of 
three commissioners appointed to review the award of 
such jury. At the time mentioned in the notice, and 
when the commissioners are appointed, any person may 
be heard in the matter. The said judge shall, on hearing 
the parties, appomt three disinterested electors as com- 
missioners, residing in said county, but not in the village, 
to review the award of said jury, and determine and 
award the damages of the person or persons appealing. 
Immediate notice shall be given by some of the persons 
appealing to the persons designated as commissioners, 
and if any one declines or is disqualified, the judge shal] 
appoint some disinterested person, an elector residing 
in sud county but not in the village, to fill the vacancy. 
Said commissioners shall meet at such village within ten 
days after being notified of their appointment. They 
shall give the president of the village five days’ notice of 
the time and place of their meeting, shall be sworn to do 
their duty, shall have power to compel attendance of 
witnesses by subpoena, shall examine the premises and 
hear the proofs ard allegations of the parties, and shall 
award such damages to the parties appealing as they 
shall deem just. The award of the commissioners shall 
be signed by them and be returned to the president of 
the village within fifteen days after the first meeting of 
the commissioners, and shall be filed with the clerk, 
Suid award shall be final and conclusive on all persons 
interested, and the board of trustees may thereupon take 
possession of the land and make the said alteration or 
improvement. On declaring the award the commission- 
ers shall each be paid by the treasurer of the village 
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three dollars per day for their services, and the amount 
so paid shall be collected by suit, if not otherwise paid: 
with other proper expenditures made by and for the 
village in and about such appeal, on the bond referred 
ta in this section, given by the person or persons appeal- 
ing, in case the person or persons appealing are liable 
to pay the costs of the appeal under the provisions of 
this act. In all cases of appeal under this section, the 
judge to whom the appeal is made shall, by order, ap- 
point guardians for any infant, lunatic cr idiot interested 
in said proceedings, 


§ 5 Whenever a final award is made for damages 
sustained by reason of making such alteration or im- 
provement, the persons acting as/assessors may, within 
twenty days thereafter, assess the amount of such dam- 
ages upon the estates, real and personal, in said village, 
and make out an assessment roll of such damages, which 
assessment rol! shall be signed by the president and filed 
with the clerk and be collected in the same manner as 
the annual tax is collected, and the trustees shall, withim 
one year from the time of such final award, pay or 
tender the amount of such damages to the persons to 
whom the same shall have been awarded ; and in case 
such owner shall refuse the same, or be unknown, or a 
non-resident of said village, idiot or lunatie, or the rights 
and interests of proclaiming the same shall be doubtful, 
it shall in such cases be lawful for the board of trustees 
to pay the amount of such damages to the county treas- 
urer of the county where said lands are situated, for the 
benefit of such person or persons as may be entitled to 
the same, accompanied by a statement of the facts under 
which such payment was made. ‘The board of trustees 
shall cause the clerk of said village to make an entry in 
the village records of the money deposited, stating 
amount, with the names of the parties by the awards 
declared to be entitled to the same. On the proper 
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person or persons being ascertained, who are enti- 
tled to receive such money, the president of the 
village is authorized to draw an order on said county 
treasurer, countersigned by the clerk, and payable to the 
order of the person or persons entitled to such money, 
for the amount due such person or persons, 


TITLE VIII. 


Snorion 1, At any election held in such village the 
inspectors presiding shall have the powers of town boards 
at the election of town officers ; and all the laws appli- 
cable to such elections shall apply to any election held 
under this act, and the proceedings of the same, so far 
as applicable and not inconsistent with this act. The 
inspectors shall be subject to the provisions of this act 
as to elections. 

§ 2. The certificate of the inspectors of election pre- 
siding at the first or second election at which the question 
of incorporating the village was decided affirmatively, or 
a copy of the same, certified, by the county clerk of the 
county in whose office it shall be filed and recorded, with 
his seal of office, shall be final and conclusive proof of 
the incorporation of such village and the regularity there- 
of, in all courts and places, and im all actions and pro- 
ceedings, except in case of an appeal from the election 
as hereinbefore provided. 


§ 3. The inspectors presiding at any election in the 
village, excepting one relating to the incorporation of the 
village, shall file their certificate of election within ten 
days after such election, with the village clerk, and such 
certificate, or a copy thereof certified by such clerk, with 
the seal of the corporation attached, shall be presump-— 
tive evidence of the truth of the statement set forth in 
such certificate, and of the validity of such election, in 
‘all courts and places, actions and proceedings. 


§ 4, All conveyances by the village shall be in its 
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corporate name, and be executed by the president there- 
of, authorized by resolution of the board of trustees, 
with the corporate seal annexed. 


§ 5, The return of any tax or assessment by the col- 
lector to the village clerk as unpaid, or a copy of the 
same certified by said clerk, with the corporate seal 
attached shall be presumptive evidence of the truth of 
the statements im such return, in all courts and places, 
and in all actions and proceedings. And any assessment 
roll filed with the clerk, or a copy of the same certified 
by him, with the corporate seal attached, shall be pre- 
sumptive evidence of the contents thereof and regularity 
of such assessment, in all courts and places, actions and 
proceedings, and of the right to levy any tax or make 
any assessment therein mentioned. 


§ 6. All actions brought to recover any penalty or 
forfeiture under this act, or under the rules, by-laws, and 
ordinances made in pursuance of it, shall be brought in 
the corporate name of the village, and in such action it 
shall be lawful to declare or complain generally for such 
penalty or forfeiture, stating the section of this act, or 
rule, by-law or ordinance under which the penalty or 
forfeiture is claimed, and briefly setting forth the viola- 
tion thereof for which the complaint is made. 


§ 7. The first process in any suit brought by the 
village for a penalty under this act, or a rule, by-law or 
ordinance adopted by the board of trustees in pursuance 
of said act, shall be a summons or warrant. If the. de- 
fendant in such action has no property, personal or real, 
whereof the judgment can be collected, the execution 
shall require the defendant to be imprisoned in the 
county jail of the county in which the village is situated, 
for a term not exceeding ten days. 

§ 8. The affidavit of the party publishing or posting 
any notice required to be posted or published by the 
provisions of this act, or by any rule, by-law or ordinance 
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made in pursuance thereof, of such posting or publishing, 
shall be deemed presumptive evidence thereof in alt 
courts and places in all actions and proceedings. 


§ 9. In actions brought by or against the village, it 
shall not be an objection against the person acting as 
justice or juror in any such action, that he is a resident 
of the village or subject to taxation therein. 


§ 10. Money cannot be borrowed on the eredit of 
nor can any debt be created in behalf of, the village, 
payable at a future time ; nor can any debt or liability 
be incurred by the village, except for ordinary expend- 
itures of the village or highway purposes within the in- 
come of the current year, for the ordinary expenditures 
ov highway purposes applicable to such purposes. 
When the raising of any money for a special purpose 
as an extraordinary expenditure, as provided in this act, 
has been voted, the amount may be borrowed, or a 
liability by contract for the special purpose may be in- 
curred, not exceeding the expense incurred, until the 
amount can be raised by a tax as herein provided. 


§ 11. Any officer or person who shall assume to 
create a liability or appropriate any money or property 
of the village, contrary to the provisions of this act, or 
shall assent thereunto, shall be personally liable for such 
* debt or liability, and to the village for sueh money or 
property ; and each of the trustees present when such 
violation shall have been committed, shall be deemed to 
have assented thereunto unless he shall express his dis- 
sent and request the same to be entered upon the record 
of proceedings. Any willful violation of this section 
shall also be a misdemeanor. 

§ 12. No member of the board of trustees shall be 
interested in any contract to which the village shall be 
a party 

$18. The board of trustees shall cause to be kept a 
record of its proceedings ; all votes shall be taken by 
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ayes and noes, when required by one of the irustees, 
and shall be entered in such record, and such record 
shall contain the names of the members of the board 
present and yoting on any question, and the affirmative 
and negative yotes of the embers so voting, 


§ 14. When any person complained against as a 
vagrant, disorderly person, riotous person, or person 
keeping a disorderly house or a house of ill fame or 
assignation or prostitution, under the provisions of this 
act, or any rule, by-law or ordinance made in reference 
to such persons under this act, shall be brought before 
an officer having jurisdiction of such matter, he shall, 
unless the offense complained of be indictable at common 
law, proceed forthwith to hear, try and determine the 
complaint against the person, as provided by law for the 
offense on which such person is arrested, or such officer 
may in his discretion adjourn the hearing on cause shown, 
not to exceed five days, and in the mean time commit 
the offender to the village lock-up or place of confine- 
ment or county jail, until such day, or suffer him or her 
to go at large on executing a bond approved by said 
officer, conditioned that he or she will appear on the 
adjourned day, when trial shall be had. 


§ 15. Incase any person having been an officer of 
the village, shall refuse or neglect to deliver to his suc- 
cessor in office, within ten days after notification and 
request, all the money, books, papers, records, property 
and effects of every description in his possession or under 
his control belonging tg such village or appertaining to 
his office, he shall forfeit and pay for the use of the 
village the sum of twenty-five dollars for each and eyery 
day he shall so neglect or refuse, and also all damages 
caused by such refusal or neglect, to be recovered by 
suit by such village. 

§ 16. Hyery ordinance, by-law, rule, resolution or 
proceeding of the board of trustees may be read and 
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received in evidence in all courts of justice and in all 
places, and in all actions or proceedings, either from the 
original record, kept by the clerk of said village, or from 
a copy of such ordinance, by-law, rule, resolution or pro- 
ceeding, certified under the corporate seal by the clerk, 
or from any printed volume containing such ordinance, 
by-law, rule, resolution, or proceeding, with the certifi- 
cate of the clerk that such volume contains a correct 
copy of such ordinance, by-law, rule, resolution or pro- 
ceeding, and that the same was printed under authority 
of the board of trustees. 


$17. The term “vagrants,” as used in this act, 
comprises the persons described in part one, chapter 
twenty, title two, section one of the Revised Statutes. 


§ 18. All persons found intoxicated in the streets of 
the village, or persons who shall be guilty of noisy, riot- 
ous or tumultuous conduct, disturb the quiet and peace 
of the village or of any meeting or assembly therein ; all 
persons who shall willfully give a false alarm of fire ; all 
persons who shall publicly use any profane, vulgar or 
obscene language or conduct in any street or public 
place in said village ; all persons who shall willfully and 
maliciously break, mar, injure, remove or deface, any 
building, fence, awning, sign, signboard, tree, shrubbery 
or other ornamental thing in said village; all persons 
who shall remove from or pile up before any door or on 
any sidewalk or street, boxes, casks or other things for 
the purpose of annoyance or mischief, or who shall 
willfully tear down, destroy or mutilate any notice or 
handbill lawfully posted up in said village; all persons 
who shall incite or induce dogs to fight in any of the 
streets or public places in said village‘ all persons, who, 
at the time of any fire in said village, shall be guilty of 
any insubordination or of any disorderly conduct, or who 
shall attempt te obstruct the operations of the fire de- 
partment, or shall willfully neglect or refuse to obey, or 
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attempt to prevent or obstruct the execution of, the 
orders of the trustees or officers of the fire department, 
shall be deemed and are hereby declared to be disorderly 
persons under this act, and under any rule, by-law or 
ordinance adopted in pursuance thereof for the punish- 
ment of disorderly persons. 


§ 19. Any trustee or any police constable is hereby 
authorized to arrest any vagrant or disorderly person, 
with oF without process, and take him or her forthwith 
before the proper officer. If such officer cannot be found, 
the persons arresting may detain the person arrested, not 
to exceed twenty-four hours, until the proper officer to 
try such person is found. 


§ 20. Every assessment made by the persons acting 
as assessors of the village shall be and remain a lien on 
the lot or lands assessed, in the same manner, and to the 
same effect, as town and county taxes, from the time of 
filing the assessment roll as herein directed, until paid 
or otherwise satisfied. 


§ 21. No person shall hold at the same time more 
than one of the offices created by this act, unless other- 
wise provided herein. 

§ 22. Whenever any real estate in said village is 
owned by two or more persons jointly, or as tenants in 
common, a notice served on one of such persons shall be 
suflicient notice to all and for any purpose requiring a 
notice under this act, and whenever said owners. reside 
out of the village it shall be sufficient to serve such notice 
on the occupant or lesse of such real estate, except as 
herein otherwise provided, 

§ 23, All resignations of any officers under this 
act, shall be made to the trustees, subject to their ac- 
. ceptance. 


§ 24. If, at the end of the financial year, there shall 
be a surplus of funds with the corporation, over and 
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aboye the expenses of the year, such surplus shall be 
applied to the next year’s expenses. 


§ 25. Ifa town meeting shall occur on the day ap- 
pointed for the election of village officers by this act, in 
thé town in which the village or any part thereof shall 
be situated, then such village election shall be held on 
the Wednesday next after the Tuesday appointed by 
this act, for such village election. 


§"26. The president and trustees of the village shall 
not receive any compensation for their services as such. 


§ 27. Nothing in this act giving the board of trustees 
of a village power to make and repair bridges within the 
village bounds, or making them commissioners of high- 
ways, or making the territory of the village a separate 
highway district, subject to the board of trustees alone, 
shall be construed as divesting the commissioners of 
highways for any town in which a bridge may be located, 
of power or control over the same, or as relieving such 
town from the expense of constructing or repaizing any 
bridge within its bounds, though such bridge may be 
within the teritorial limits of the village incorporated 
under this act. In case the board of trustees of any 
village so incorporated shall think proper to construct or 
repair, and shali construct or repair, any bridge within 
the corporate limits, then the expense of such work shal] 
be a charge on the taxable property of the village, and 
be paid out of the corporate funds. : 


§ 28. The provisions of this act shall be applicable 
only to villages incorporated under it. 


§ 29. The board of trustees of any village incorporat- 
ed under this act are authorized to determine the expense 
of effecting the incorporation, and pay the same out of 
the corporate funds. 


§ 30. Any village heretofore incorporated may be- 
come a corporation under the provisions of this act, and 
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possess the powers given thereby, by a yote in favor 
thereof, at any annual or special election. Such vote 
shall be taken on a resolution adopted by the board of 
trustees, submitting the question of incorporation under 
this act to the qualified electors of the village. All per- 
sons being qualified to vote at an election in such yillage 
may vote at such eleetion. Notice shall be given of such 
election by the trustees setting out the resolutlon to be 
voted on, as is required to be given by this act in regard 
to special elections for extraordinary expenditures. If, 
at such election, the majority of the ballots cast shall 
have thereupon the word “ yes,” then the village shall 
become and be incorporated under this act, and shall 
succeed to and possess all the property, rights of pro- 
perty, and the rights of action existing at the time of 
incorporation under this act in favor of such village ; 
and all actions, proceedings and suits then existing on 
the part of such village, or against the village, or rights 
of action against such village then existing, shall, 
after such yote, be unaffected thereby, and be subject 
to the provisions of law under which they originated. 
The persons who had before presided at elections for 
village officers in such village, or a majority of them, 
shall preside at the election directed in this section, 
and shall count the ballots and declare the result 
forthwith, and make return, setting out the resolution 
yoted on, the notice of election, and the number of 
ballots cast with “yes” or with “no” thereon, and 
shall file such return with the clerk of the county in 
which the village is located, within ten days after the 
election, and yerify such return with the oath of the 
inspectors. Such return, or a copy thereof, certified 
by such county clerk with his official seal, shall be 
final and conclusive evidence of such incorporation, 
and the rexularity thereof, in all courts and places, 
and in all actions and proceedings. 


§ 31. The county clerk shall record all returns of 
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_ inspectors of elections for the incorporation of villages 
held under this act in the records for the recording of 
deeds, or ina book to be specially provided for that 
purpose. For the recording of such certificates, the 
county clerk shall be paid the fees legally chargeable for 
the recording of deeds. 


§ 32. All other general acts and laws in this State for 
the general incorporation of villages are hereby repealed, 
as to the future incorporation of villages. In case there 
shall be any village which has been incorporated under a 
general act or acts for that purpose, such act or acts shall 
continue to be of effect as to such villages so incorpo- 
rated, until they may become incorporated under this act ;. 
and after their becoming so incorporated, shall cease to 
be operative as to such village, except as controlled by 
the provisions of this act. 

§ 83, The boards of supervisors of the several counties 
are hereby authorized and empowered to extend the 
boundaries of any incorporated village within their re- 
spective counties, upon the petition of the president and 
board of trustees of such village, by a vote of a majority 
of all the supervisors elected, to be taken by yeas and 
nays, provided that no act, ordinance or resolution for 
such purpose shall be valid and operative, unless it shall 
receive the affirmative vote of the supervisor of the town 
or towns from which the additional territory is to be 
taken in which such village is situated, and of the super- 
visor or supervisors, if any, of such village. 

§ 34. This act is hereby declared to be, and shall be, 
a public act. 


§ 35. This act shall take effect immediately.

The following By-Laws and Ordinances were adopted 
by the following Resolution, to wit: | 


Rrsoivep, That the following Sections are hereby de- 
clared to be, are, and shall be, the By-Laws and 
Ordmances of “The Village of Fayetteville ;’ and any 
person or persons who shall be guilty of any of the 
offences or violations hereinafter named shall be subject 
to the fines and penalties hereinafter prescribed for such - 
offences and violations : 
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POWERS AND DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


$1. The Powers and Duties of all Officers elected 
and appointed, in, and for said Village, shall be those 
prescribed by Chap. 291 of the Session Laws of 1870, 
entitled “An act for the Incorporation of Villages,” 
passed April 20, 1870; with the following additions: and 
all such Officers shall hold over until new ones are elected, 
or appointed, and thereafter qualified. 


THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


§ 9, The President and Trustees of the Village, when 
acting together in their official capacity, shall be known 
as “The Board of Trustees” of said Village; and they 
shall organize each. year, by meeting together shortly 
after their election, and appointing some person as Clerk; 
and shall exercise all of the powers and discharge all of 
the duties conferred by Law. © 


THE CLERK. 


§ 3. It shall be the duty of the Clerk: 


1. To methodically arrange, safely keep and preserve 
all mans, surveys, books, deeds, vouchers and other 
papers belonging to the Village or relating to its affairs 
which now are, or hereafter may come into his possession, 
as such Glerk; and to indorse on all papers which he 
may file in his office, the time of filing the same. 

9 Jo enter in the Books of minutes, the proceedings 
of all annual elections, and all special elections and 
Village meetings; an abstract of each annual report of 
the Board of Trustees ; the proceedings of said Board 
at each meeting, and all By-Laws, Ordinances and Res- 
olutions, at any time passéd by the said Board. 

8 To notify all persons elected or appointed to any . 
office or- place, of such election or appointment ; and - 
procure their acceptance (if they will accept,) within ten 
days after their election or appointment ; and to notify 
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the Board at their next meeting of any neglect or refusal 
to accept of such office, 

4. To indorse on all Bills and Claims allowed by the 
Board of Trustees, “ Audited,” and the amount allowed. 
and time ofanditing thereof; aud to draw all orders on 
the Treasurer, which orders shall be signed by the Presi- 
dent and countersigned by the Clerk. 

5. To Cause every By-Law and Ordinance which 
may be passed by the Board of Trustees imposing a fine 
or penalty for any violation or offence, to be posted in at 
least five public places in the Village; one of which shall 
be the Post Office; and to post any and all other Ordinances 
Resolutions and Notices whenever ordered posted by the 
Board of Trustees. 

6. To discharge any and every other duty imposed by 
Statute, or that may be required by the Board of Trus- 
tees, or by any By-Law or Ordittance of the Village. 


THE TREASURER. 


§ 4. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to recelve, 
keep and disburse all moneys in manner required by § 2, 
Title V, Chap, 291 of the Session Laws of 1870, classi- 
fying and stating whether for “ Ordinary Expenditure,” 
“ Extraordinary Expenditure” or “ Highway Work;” and 
he shall enter under the first above heading, all moneys 
received for fines and penalties; and he shall take as his 
receipts and vouchers, the indorsement of the person or 
persons to whom the liability or order is made payable, 
and note on each the time of its payment; and shall 
also enter in the Book to be kept by him, the time of 
payment, amountspaid,and name of person or firm to whom 
paid; and he shall at least fifteen days before each annual 
election, and as much oftener as the Board of Trustees 
may require, report to said Board the state of the Village. 
finances, giving a full statement of all moneys received 
and paid out by him under each of the above classifica- 
tions avd headings. 
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THE COLLECTOR, 


§ 5. The Collector shall give the Bond, required by 
the aforesaid “Act for the incorporation of Villages,” 
and discharge all of the duties of his office in manner, 
and within the time prescribed by said act; and shall 
take from the Treasurer his receipt for any and all 
moneys he may pay over, and file the same with the 
Clerk within ten day after each and every payment ; and 
shall report to the Board of Trustees, as often as said 
Board may from time to time direct, and shall make 
final returns of every warrant as required by law. 


STREET COMMISSIONER. 


§ 6. The powers and duties of the Street Commis- 
sioner of the. Village shall be as follows, viz : 

1. To see that all public roads, streets and alleys, and 
bridges of the Village *are kept in good order, and con- 
dition; and to cause to be picked up and removed 
monthly (except in winter season) all loose stone in the 
streets of said Village. 

2. To prevent all horses, cattle, swine, geese and other 

domestic animals from running at large in said Village, 
and to impound those of unknown owners ; and to com- 
mence suits for penalties whenever the owner or owners 
are known; and to notify the Clerk of the commence- 
ment of all such suits, and leave with him the name or 
names of witnesses to prove the ownership of such 
animals, and the time and place, when and where they 
were seen at large. 
8. He shall from time to time notify the Board of 
Trustees, of any and all defects of sidewalks, and neces- 
sary repairs to be done; and to see that the same are 
repaired or rebuilt, and also new ones built, as said Board 
may direct. 

4, He shall enter in a book to be procured and kept by 
him for that purpose, an account of any and all work 
done by himself and by others; and of all moneys received 
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and paid out by him, and for what purpose; and in case 
he shall build, repair, or re-build, any sidewalk as afore- 
said, he shall keep and enter in such book a separate 
account and statement of the cost and expense of labor 
and material of every such walk, and state the time 
when, and give the name of the person, or corporation 
for whom done. 

5. He shall, at least fifteen days before each and every 
annual election, and as much oftener as the Board of 
‘Lrustees may require, render unto said Board a full 
and correct account, and statement of all labor per- 
formed, and of all moneys received and paid out by him, 
and exhibit his receipts and vouchers therefor. 


STREET REGULATIONS. 

§ 7. No person shall ride on horseback, or in any 
carriage, or lead or drive any horse, mule, ox or cow, 
on any of the sidewalks of the Village, (except in neces- 
sarily crossing the same,) nor drive any team with loaded 
wagon down hill sothat the wheels shall run within four 
feet of any paved gutter, under penalty of five dollars. 

§ 8. No person shall ride down hill upon any hand- 
sled or board, in Genesee or Elm streets; nor on the 
sidewalk of any other street in the Village, without 
special permit from the Board of Trustees, under}penalty 
of one dollar; nor throw any ball, stone or stick at, or 
towards, any person or child, in any of the public streets 
or parks of the Village, under penalty of from one to 
five dollars for each and every offence. 

§ 9. All horse-racing and immoderate riding or 
driving, in any of the streets of the Village are forbidden; 
and any and every person who shall violate this section, 
shall be subject to a fine of five dollars ; and a like pen- 
alty shall be imposed upon any and every person who 
shall “be engaged in getting} up- or aiding, or abetting, | 
any horse race or trotting match which shall be had in 
the corporate limits of the Village, without having first 
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obtained a written permit from the Board. of Trustees for 
the same, ; 

§ 10. No person, shall stop any horse, team, buggy, 
wagon, cutter, sleigh, sled or other vehicle, on any of 
the cross-walks, or street-crossings of the Village, or 
allow either to stand thereon, so.as to prevent or hinder 
any person wishing to cross from so doing, under penalty 
of one dollar for each and every offence. 

§ 11. No person shall leave, or suffer to be leit, any 
wagon, cart, sleigh, wood, coal, lumber or other obstruc- 
tion on any of the sidewalks of the Village; nor leave, 
(except in case of necessity and for use in building,) any 
stone, lumber or other material or obstruction im any 
of the streets of the Village; nor throw any weeds, chips, 
brush, filth, coal-ashes or other rubbish into, or upon, 
any of the gutters, streets or sidewalks of the Village, 
under penalty of two dollars for each and every offence, 
over and above the expense of removal. 

But nothing in this section shall prevent any person 
from depositing any such thing in any street between the 
road-track and the gutter in front of his own premises 
until the same can, with due diligence, be burned or re- 
moved—in no case to exceed twenty-four hours. 

§ 12. Every person and corporation in the Village, as 
may be ordered by the Street Commissioner, under the 
direetion of the Board of Trustees, shall keep the side- 
walks in front of his, her or their premises, clear of 
snow and ice and other obstructions to travel, under 
penalty of one dollar for each and every neglect or re- 
fusal, with addition of fifty cents per day, for every day 
such snow, ice or other obstruction shall be suffered to 
remain after notice to remove it. 

§ 13 No person shall tie any horse to any shade or 
ornamental tree, nor to any fence in the Village ; nor cut 
mark, deface, besmear or wantonly or wilfully injure any 
tree, tree-casing, post, fence or railing, or other useful or 
ornamental structure, or thing in the Village; nor tear, 
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deface, cut or remove any ecard, notice or handbill that 
may be put up by order of the Board of Trustees or any 
other officer of the Village, under a penalty of not less 
than five, nor more than twenty-five dollars. 

§ 14, Any person who shall tear up, or injure any 
pavement, sidewalk or cross-walk, or any diteh, gutter, 
drain, sewer, pipe or reservoir, of the Village, or cause, 
aid, or abet the same, without authority from the Board 
of Trustees or Street Commissioner; or who shall ob- 
Struct or hinder any member of said Board; or the 
Street Commissioner, or any person in the employment 
or under the direction of either, from making or repair- 
ing any such pavement, walk, ditch, drain, sewer, pipe: 
or reservoir, shall be subject to a fine and penalty of. not 
less than three, nor more than twenty-five dollars. 

§ 15. No person shall build any fence or erect any 
bnilding or other structure, obtruding on any of the 
public streets, squares, parks or alleys of the Village, 
under penalty of ten dollars; and an additional penalty 
of one dollar for each and every day the same shall be 
suffered to remain, after notice from the Board of Trus- 
tees, or from the Street Commissioner, requiring its re- 
moval. \ 

§ 16. No person shall, without the permission of the 
Board of Trustees, or of the Street Cammissioner, dig 
up, remove, or carry away, or cause the same to be done, 
any stone, earth, sods, sand, or gravel in, and from any 
of the public streets, highways, parks or squares of the 
Village, under penalty of five dollars for each and every 
offence. 

§ 17. Noperson shall post, or affix any bill, advertise- 
ment, notice or other paper on any public building, post; 
fence or railing in the Village; nor on any private 
building, post, fence or railing, without the consent of 
the owner thereof, under penalty of five dollars for each 
and every offence. 

§ 18. All hitching posts, shade trees, and protection- 
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posts, and railings hereafter set (except to preserve the 
row already set in front of any lot,) shall be set as follows, 
to wit: those on Genesee, Clinton and. Elm streets, at 
least eight feet—those on all other street over two and @ 
half rods wide, at least six-feet—and those on all other 
streets and alleys, at least four feet—from the outer le 
of the road or street; and every person owning a lot on 
which there is a dwelling house, store or workshop, in 
which there is not a convenient staple or ring for nteli- 
ing, shall set, and keep up, atleast one good and sufficient 
hitching post, with holes or rings convenient for hitching, 
under penalty of three dollars for each and every viola- 
tion of this ordinance. 


POLICE FORCE. 

§ 19. The Police Force of the Village shall consist 
of five or more Police Constables, to be annually appointed 
by the Board of Trustees ; and as many special Police- 
men for any particular purpose or occasion, as said Board, 
from time to time, may see fit to appoint; whose several 
powers and duties shall be as hereinafter stated, subject 
-to the following provisions, rules and regulations, viz: 

1, One of said Police Constables shall be named and 
appointed by said Board as the Chief of the Police Force 
of the Village, and shall have the care and custody of 
the Village * Lock-up;” and the direction and control of 
the whole Police Force of the Village; and shall have all 
the powers, and may discharge all of the duties of Town 
Constable as preseribed in § 4, Title V, Chap. 291 of the 
Session Laws of 1870, and those hereinafter named. 

2. Hach and eyery other Police Constable of the 
Village may serve any summons or warrantissued for the 
violation of any Statute, or By-Law, or Ordinance of 
the Village, when the offence shall have been committed 
in the Village; and said Chief of Police, or either of 
said other Police Constables, may arrest, without process 
and take before a Magistrate, or temporally confine inthe 
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“ Lock-up,” any vagrant or disorderly person found with- 
in the corporate limits of the Village. 

_9. Said Chief of Police, when present, or in his absence, 
any other Police Constable of the Village, may call to 
his aid and assistance, any by-stander or citizen; and 
if any person so called upon, shall neglect or refuse to 
render such aid and assistance, he shall be subject to a 
fine of not less than three, nor more than ten dollars, 

4. Any and all persons, who may be arrested by the 
Chief of Police, or any other Police Constable, or 
special Policeman of the Village, or by any Constable 
_ of the Town of Manlius, residing in the Village, may be 
taken to, and confined in the Village “ Lock-up,” until 
taken before a Magistrate, as provided by law; and after- 
wards as it may, from time to time, become necessary 
during any examination or trial. 

6, Said Chief of Police, may also use said “ Lock-up” 
without charge, for the temporary confinement of any 
other person whom he may arrest on civil or criminal 
warrant; but no other Constable (Town officer) shall 
thus use the same without pre-payment, to said 
Chief of Police or the Village Treasurer, of the sum of 
one dollar for each and every person confined, to be for 
the use of the Village. 

6. Said Chief of Police shall see that the “Lock-up” 
building is kept in suitable order and condition, for the 
reception and confinement of persons arrested ; and shall 
furnish each Police Constable, and the Village 'l'reasurer 


with keys to the outer door, and to one, at least, of the 


cells thereof. 

7. It shall be the duty of said Chief of Police, and 
each and every Police Constable, in case of fire, to re- 
pair immediately thereto, and to assistin keeping order, 
and in saving property from destruction or injury; and 
to guard the same against pillage. 

8. Any and every person who shall resist, obstruet or 
hinder the Chief of Police, or any Police Constable, or 
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any special Policeman of the Village, in the discharge of 
any of the duties of his office, shall be subject toa 
penalty of not less than five, nor more than twenty-five 
dollars. 

9. Any and every person whe shall break open, or in- 
to, said “ Lock-up” building, or break the lock or other 
fastening of either cell door thereof, for the purpose of 
releasing, or aiding in the escape of any one confined 
therein; or who shall be privy to, connive at, aid, abet or 
assist any one in so doing; shall be subject to a fine of 
not less than ten, nor more than fifty dollars. 

10. The building herein before called the “Lock-up” on 
the south side of Genesee street, between the two 
branches of Limestone creek, shall be the place of 
detention and confinement, for all persons while tempo- 
rarily under arrest. 


PRESERVATION OF GOOD ORDER. 


§ 20. Any and every person who may instigate, or 
unite with another, or others, in blowing any horns, or in 
wantonly making any other noise, in any of the streets or 
parks of the Village, or about any public building or 
place, whereby the peace and quiet of the people of the 
Village shall be disturbed, shall be subject to a fine of 
three dollars, if done in the day time ; and a fine offrom 
five to ten dollars, if done in the night time or evening ; 
and any and every such perscn may be immediately ar- 
rested, without process, by any member of the Board of 
Trustees, any Magistrate, any Police Constable, or by the 
Street Commissioner; and if in the evening or night 
time, taken to, and confined in, the Village ‘‘ Lock-up,” 
until Y o’clock the next moining. | 

§ 21. No person shall bathe bis naked body in any 
creek, dike, stream, pond, reservoir or other waters of 
the Village, between the hours of 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and 9 o'clock in the evening; nor undress himself 
for that purpose, or expose his person to view within 
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sight of any street, store or dwelling in the Village, un- 
der a penalty of from two, to five dollars for each and 
every offence. 

§ 22, All noisey, and disorderly assemblages of persons 
—and the use of any yulgar, obscene or profane language, 
jn any of the streets, parks, squares or public build- 
ings, or places, in the Village, are hereby prohibited, 
under penalty of not less than one, nor more than five 
dollars for each and every person, and offence committed. 

§ 23. Noperson-shall sell, or give away, any spirituous 
liquors, wine, ale, beer, or other intoxicating drink, in 
any ‘of the public streets, parks, squares or vacant lots, 
within the Village; and any and eyery person violating 
the provisions of this section, shall be subject to a fine 
of not less than five, nor more than twenty-five dollars, 

§ 24. Any and every person, who shall be found in- 
toxicated in any of the streets of the Village; or who 
shall incite or induce dogs to fight in any of the streets, 
or public places of the Village ; shall be subject to a fine 
of not less than five, nor more than ten dollars. 

§ 25. Hyery disorderly person, guilty of any or either 
of the other offences, enumerated in § 18, of Title VIII, 
Ohap. 291 of the Session Laws of 1870, known as the 
general “Act for the Incorporation of Villages,” for 
which no provision is elsewhere herein made, shall be 
subject to a fine of not less than three, nor more than 
ten dollars. 


PROTECTION OF CEMETERIES. 


§ 26. Any and every person, who shall wantonly or 
wilfully deface or injure, in any manner, any monument, 
stone, fence, post, railing, chain or other ornament, erec- 
tion or structure, in or about, any of the Cemeteries of 
the Village; or any shade or ornamental tree, shrub, 
vase or planted or artificial flower, therein, or in front 
thereof, shall forfeit and pay a fine of twenty-five 


dollars.

§ 27. Any and every person who shall throw any ball, 
stone, stick or other thing, likely to do injury, into, or 
while in, any of the Cemeteries of the Village, shall 
forfeit and pay a fine of ten dollars. 

§ 28. No person shall discharge any gun, pistol, or 
other fire-arms, in any of said Cemeteries—nor wanton- 
ly kill, wound, or rob the nest of any bird, therein, under 
a penalty of five dollars. 

§$ 29. Any and every person, committing any or either 
of the acts and offences named in either of the last three 
preceding sections, shall be liable to immediate arrest, 
and may be brought before a Magistrate, or taken to the 
Village “ Lock-Up,” without process, by any officer of 
the Village, or by any person owning a lot, or haying a 
relative buried, in the Cenetery where the offence shall 
have been committed; and for the purpose of making 
such arrest and detention, every such person shall be, 
and have all the authority of, a special Police Constable 
ofthe Village; but every person making any such arrest, 
(otherwise than a Magistrate or Police Constable) shall 
immediately thereafter, notify a Magistrate, or Police 
Constable, of such arrest and the place of detention. 


TO SUPPRESS VICE AND IMMORALITY. 


§ 30. No person, or persons shall keep any brothel, 
or house of assignation, in the Village; nor keep or enter- 
tain any lewd women for purposes of prostitution; nor 
aid or abet in the, procuring, or keeping of any such 
woman or women; nor suffer such to remain in his, her, 
or their house, for the purpose aforesaid, under penalty 
of twenty-five dollars for each and every offence. 

§ 31. Any owner or lessee of a house insaid Village 
who shall permit any tenant or other occupant thereof, 
who shall haye been convicted of keeping any such 
brothel or house of assignation, or of harboring or en- 
tertaing lewd women, for purposes of prostitution, to 
remain in said house igre than ten days after notice, by 
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any member of the Board of Trustees, or by any Magis- 
trate, of such conviction, shall be subject to a penalty of 
twenty-five dollars; with an additional penalty of three 
dollars for each and every day such tenant or occupant 

may be suffered to remain, more than ten, after such 
notice. 


GARD PLAYING AND GAMBLING. 


. § 32. It shall not be lawful for any person to keep 
open for use, any. Billiard Saloon, Nine Pin or Ten Pin 
Alley, or Gun Alley, within said Village, without having 
first had a Lieence from the Board of Trustees therefor - ; 
and any and every person, violating the provisions of this 
section, shall be liable to a penalty of twenty-five dollars . 

and the further penalty of ten dollars for each and every 
day the same shall be continued, after the first conviction. 


§$ 33. Any, person who shall keep a Nine or TenPin 
Alley, Billiard Table, Shuffle Board, E. O. Table, Faro 
Bank, or other instrument of devise of gaming, whereon, 
vr with, or by which, any money, liquor, or other article 
or thing, shall in any manner be played for, won or lost 
in said Village, without first having obtained a Licence 
from the Board of Trustees therefor; and any person 
who shall kaep a disorderly, or gaming Hone: or gaming 
room, of any kind, in said Village; shall be subject to a 
fine of twenty-five dollars ; with an additional penalty of 
five dollars for each and every days use or,continuance 
thereof, after conviction. 


THEATRIOAL EXHIBITIONS. 


§ 384. No person shall exhibit for money, any theatri- 
cal representation, feat of horsemanship, circus, caravan, 
nor any animal or artificial curiosity, or other show, 
exhibition, or performance for money, within the Village, 
without first having obtained a Licence or permit from 
the Board of Trustees therefor—and paying for the nse 
of the village a sum of not less than five, nor more 
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than twenty-five dollars, in the discretion of the Board 
eranting such Licence—under penalty of twenty-five 
dollars. | 


HAWKING AND PEDDLING. 


§ 35. No person, except a Licenced Auctioneer when 
selling for some resident of the Village, shall expose any 
goods, wares, merchandise, or other article, or commodity 
for sale at auction, in any of the public streets, parks, 
squares, or yacant lots of the Village, without first hay- 
ing obtained a written Licence, or permit from the Board 
of Trustees, therefor, under penalty of twenty-five dollars. 

§ 36. All hawking or peddling in any of the streets, 
parks, or squares of the Village, is hereby prohibited ; 
and no person shall hereafter sell, or offer for sale, any 
goods, wares, merchandise or other commodity or thing, 
from any wagon, stand, fixture, or other erection, in the 
Village, without the written consent, or permit of the 
Board of Trustees haying first been obtained therefor, 
under penalty of fifteen dollars; but this shal\ not pre- 
vent any resident of the Village from selling in front of 
any store, shop, or house, from any stand or otherwise, 
with the permit or consent of the owner. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

§ 37. The Fire Department of the Village shall con- 
sist of one cr more engine companies, one or more hose 
companies, and one hook and ladder company ; and be 
subject to the following rules and regulations : 

1. Each of said companies shall consist of such num- 
bers, and members, as the Board of Trustees may see 
fit, from time to time, to order and appoint; with a 
Foreman, and first and second assistant Foreman, to 
each of said companies, to be elected annually by its 
members, and approved and commissioned by the Board 
of ‘Trustees. 

2. There shall be a Chief Engineer, and two assistant 
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Engineers, of said Department; and subject to the 
direction of the Board of Trustees, said Chief Engineer, 
and in his absence, the senior assistant Engineer, in case 
of fire, shall have charge and control of the entire De- 
partment, and may direct the movement of all of its 
officers and members, and engine, hose, and other appar- 
atus. 

3. Said Chief Engineer shall frequently inspect the 
engine, hose, and other apparatus for extinguishing fires, 
and see that they are kept in good order and condition 
for immediate use; and shall cause all necessary repairs 
to be made, under the advice and direction of the Board 
of Trustees. 

4. There shall also be three Fire Wardens, to be an- 
nually appointed by the Board of Trustees; whose 
duty it shall be to inspect all houses, and the manner in 
which stoves and pipes are put up and secured; and all 
places for the deposit and keeping of ashes—once at least, 
during the month of May and of November, in each 
year—and as much oftener as they may deem it neces- 
sary, or as complaint to them shall be made. 

5. Said Fire Wardens are hereby authorized, in the day 
time, to enter any house, outbuilding, or other place, for 
making such inspection; and they may order any and all 
such changes to be made in the construction of chimneys, 
or flues, and in the manner of putting up and securing 
stoves, and pipes; and as to the places, and manner of 
deposit and keeping of ashes,as they may deem to be 
necessary for protection and security against fires. 

6. Any person who shall obstruct or hinder any Fire 
Warden, in making any such inspection, or examination, or 
who shall refuse or neglect to make such changes and 
alterations, as they may require, and within such reason- 
able time as they may direct, shall be subject to a fine of 
twenty-five dollars; and an additional fine of five dollars, 
for each and every day longer in which he or she, may 
persist in such neglect or refusal. 
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7. It shall also be the duty of said Fire Wardens, to 
repair immediately to all fires ; and to assist, when neces- 
sary, in procuring buckets and pails, and in forming citi- 
zens into line; and to guard the hose against being 
trodden on ; and to remove all idle persons and children, 
who may be in the way, or in dangerous proximity to 
any hire. 

8. Any and all persons attending at any fire, shall obey 
all reasonable orders of the President, any Trustee, any 
Chief or Assistant Engineer, and of any Fire Warden (in 
the order named,) under penalty of ten dollars. 

9. The Firemen of the Village shall, once at least, m 
each month, April, May, June, July, August, September, 
October, and November, of each year, come out with 
their engine, hose, and other apparatus, for discipline 
and exercise, as the Chief Engineer may direct; and 
any fireman who shall neglect to attend any such, or other, 
meeting of the company to which he may belong—whether 
for exercise, cleaning engines, hose, or other aparatus to 
which he is attached—without rendering a satisfactory 
excuse to bis Foreman.for such absence, shall be 
subject to a fine of fifty cents. 


FURTHER PROTECTION AGAINST FIRES. 
§ 38. No person shall light a fire in any of thestreets, 


or lots of the Village, in dry or windy weather; nor at 


any time, after two o'clock in the afternoon; nor leave 
any live coals, enibers, or unextinguished fire burning after 
uine o'clock in the evening, under penalty of two dollars. 

§ 39. No person shall carry a lighted candle, or 
lamp, into any barn or livery stable—nor light, keep, or 
use one, in any barn or stable, in the Village—unless the 
same shall be securely enclosed in a tin, or glass, or 
globe lantern; nor shall any person light a match in, or 
carry a lighted pipe or cigar into, any such barn or stable; 
under penalty of five dollars, for each and every afore- 
said offence. 
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§ 40. No person shall draw, or pour, from any cask, 
ean, or other vessel, any kerosene oil, burning fluid, or 
other explosive oil or fluid, near any lighted candle or 
open lamp; nor fill, or attempt to fill, any lighted or burn- 
ing lamp therewith; under penalty of five dollars. 


§ 41. No person shall fire, or explode, any gun, pistol, 
fire-cracker, or other fire-works, within any building, or 
street of the Village—nor build any bonfire, in any of 
the streets, parks, or squares of the Village—without 
permission from the Board of Trustees, under penalty of 
five dollars for each ard every offence. 


§ 42. No person shall carry fire from one building to 
another; nor through any yard, or street in the Village, 
unless the same shall be in some close and secure pan or 
vessel, under penalty of three dollars, for each offence, 


§ 43. No person shall deposit, or keep any recently 
burned, or new made wood ashes, within twenty feet of 
any building or erection, within the Village, unless the 
same shall be deposited and kept in some close and se- 
eure iron, or earthen vessel, or in a stone, or brick bin, or 
ash-house, under penalty of two dollars, for each and 
every violation of this ordinace; and a further penalty 
of fifty cents, for every twenty-four hours, the same shall 
be suffered to remain, after notice from the President, 
any Trustee, or any Fire Warden, requiring their removal, 


§ 44. No person, firm, or corporation, shall deposit, 
expose, or keep any unslacked quick-lime, in any wooden 
bin, or cask, nor in contact with any ignitable matter or 
substance, within forty feet of any wooden building in 
the Village, without the consent of the President, one of 
the Trustees, or Fire Wardens of the Village, after in- 
spection, and approval of the place as one of necessity 
and. safety, under penalty of five dollars ; and an addi- 
tional penalty of one dollar for each day the same shall 
be suffered to remain, after notice requiring its removal. 
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GUNPOWDER. 


§ 45. No person or firm shall deposit, place, or keep, 
nor direct the same to be done, more than twenty-five 
pounds of gunpowder at the same time, within twenty- 
five rods of any inhabited dwelling, or store, or work- 
shop being in use, under penalty of twenty-five dollars ; 
and all such powder, when kept in quantities of not 
more than twenty-five pounds, shall be kept in safe and 
secure tin cans, of not over two pounds each, which shall 
not be opened, or handled for inspection, sale, or use, 
after candle-light in any eyening, under a like penalty of 
twenty-five dollars; and every person or firm, who shall 
deposit, have, or keep over five pounds of powder in his 
store, shop, or dwelling, at any one time, shall report to 
the Chief Engineer of the Fire Departmet, on receipt of 
every new supply, stating the number and size of the 
cans, and in what part of the store, or other building, 
the same is deposited and kept, under penalty of five 
dollars for each and ever neglect. And in no ease shall 
any nitro-glycerine, nor any powder, in larger quantities 
than twenty-five pounds, *be kept in any part of the 
Village, without special permit from the Board of Trus- 
tees, unless the same shall be securely stored and kept 
in a fire-proof building more than twenty-five rods from 
any dwelling, store, or workshop (inhabited or in use) 
under penalty of twenty-five dollars. | 

§ 46. No person, or firm, shall put up within the 
Village, the pipe of any stoye, boiler, or furnace, unless 
the same shall be carried direct into the chimney, or be 
provided with, earthen, open tin, or other safe and ncn- 
igniting tubes, pipes, or thimbles through the passage 
of every floor or partition, under penalty of five dollars. 


_ POUND MASTER. 


§ 47. The keeper of the pound shall be knownas the 
Pound Master of the Village ; and his powers and duties 
shall be as follows, to wit: 


* 
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1. He shall have the care and custody of the Village 
pound, and the locks and keys thereof; and of all ani- 
mals while confined therein. 

4. He shall receive, confine, and securely keep, in 
such pound any and all domestic animals, (including 
geese,) that may be found running at large in the Village, 
whenever driven thereto, by any officer, or other respon- 
sible inhabitant, of the Village ;: and shall, every night 
and morning, milk all milch cows, and properly feed and 
water all animals. | 

3, He shall immediately pay to the person driving any 
such animals, twenty-five cents for each horse, mare, or 
head of neat cattle, over six months old; and thesame 
for each swine over three months old ; and ten dents for 
each goose; and fifteen cents for each, and every other 
animal; to be repaid him by the several owners of such 
animals before the same shall be released; or kept out 
of the moneys for which any such animal shall be sold, 
in case of sale thereof. 

4. He shall keep all such animals two days before 
advertising, and shall advertise, forty-eight hours at least, 
before selling, by posting one notice on the pound, one 
at the post-office, and one at each of the meat markets 
of the Village describing each animal, and stating the 
time and place when and where the same will be sold. 

5, He shall receive for his fees, services and expenses 
for taking in, and keeping, and selling every such animal, 
as follows, viz: 

For taking in each horse, mare, mule or colt, and head 
of neat cattle, over six months old, and swine over three 
months old, fifty cents; and fifty cents pér day for the 
feed and keeping of every such animal ; 

For taking in each goose, twenty cents, and ten cents 
per day for the feed and keeping thereof ; 

For taking in each and every other animal, thirty 
cents, and twenty cents per day for the feed and keeping 
thereof ; 


‘ 
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But every sow, with litter of pigs under three months 
old, shall count and pay as two swine; and the Pound 
Master shall use his best judgment in determining the 
age of any and every animal, and his decision in such 
matter, shall be final and conclusive ; 

For advertising each animal, twenty cents, and for 
selling the same, twenty-five cents. 

6. He may, and shall, in all cases detain each and every 
impounded animal, until his aforesaid fees, costs, and 
expenses, together with the sum paid by him for driving, 
and his fees for advertismg, when done, shall be fully 
paid. . 

7. In case of the sale of any animal, he shall retain 
his aforesaid fees, costs, and expenses, and: pay oyer the 
surplus money, if any shall remain in his hands, to the 
owner or owners of each animal sold, on demand; and 
if not called for by such owner in ten days after sale, 
then to the Village Treasurer. 

8. He shall procure, and keep a book, in which he 
shall enter a brief and general description of each and 
every animal received into said pound ; and the time the 
same was impounded, and the name of the person driy- 
ing; and in case of sale, the highest sum bid for, and 
the name of the purchaser of, each and eyery animal 
sold. 

9. In every case of the sale of any animal, which in 
the judgment of the Pound Master, shall be of the 
value of ten dollars, or over, he shall offer the sime for 
sale, and sell the same, subject to the owner's right of 
redemption ; and the owner of every such animal may, 
within seat) days thereafter, redeem the same, by pay- 
ing the purchaser the sum bid by him, with ten per cent. 
interest, and the cost and expense of keeping such 
animal,from the time of sale. 


STREET NUISANCES. 


§ 48. It shall not be lawful for any person or persons 


= ————— - , 
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to suffer his, her, or their horses, cattle, swine, or other 
animals to run at large or feed in any of the streets, 
public squares, parks or commons of the Village, except 
when being carefully and directly driven to and from 
pasture, under penalty of one dollar for each and every 
animal and offence. 


§ 49, All geese running at large or feeding in any of 
the streets, squares, parks, commons or reservoirs of the 
Village, are hereby declared nuisances; and the owner 
thereof shall be subjected to a penalty and fine of fifty 
cents for each and every fowl and offence. 


§ 50. Horses, cattle, swine, geese, and other domestic 
animals, found running at large in ahy of the streets, 
parks, squares, or commons of the Village, shall in addi- 
tion to such penalties, be liable to be taken up and driven 
to the Village pound, by any officer, or other responsible 
inhabitant of the Village ; and the person driving, shall 
be entitled to receive from the Pound Master, at the time, 
for his or her services, the sums required to be paid by 
sub-division 3, of § 47, of these By-Laws and Ordinances. 


§ 51. Any person who shall prevent, or attempt to 
prevent, any other person from driving any cattle, horses, 
swine, geese or other animal to the pound, shall be hable 
to a fine of five dollars; and any person who shall break 
the enclosure of the pound for the purpose of releasing 
any animal impounded, or shall aid or abet, or instigate 
any person in so doing, or shall in any way release or 
attempt to release any such animal otherwise than ac- 
cording to law, shall be liable to a fine of twenty dollars. 

§ 52. Eyery dog, or canine animal, found in any of 
the streets, alleys or parks of the Village, without being 
properly and securely muzzled, shall be hable to be shot 
or otherwise killed, by any Policeman or inhabitant of the 
Village; and whenever the Board of Trustees shall post 
written notice requiring it, the owner, or person haying 


in possession, any and every such animal shall cause the 
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same to be kept so muzzled, under penalty of five dollars. 


BOARD OF HEALTH, 


§ 53. The Board of Health of the Village of Fayette- 
ville shall consist of the President of the*Village for the 
time being, and two other members to be known as 
Health Commissioners, to be annually appointed by the 
Board of Trustees, at their first meeting in June in each 
year; also a practicing Physician, to be at the same 
time appointed by the Board of Trustees, to be known 
as the Physician to the Board of Health; the powers 
and duties of which Board shall be as follows, to wit: 

1. To look. after the health and sanitary condition of 
the inhabitants of the Village, and guard against infec- 
tious, and pestilential, and other diseases. 

2. ‘lo inspect any and all places and things claimed to 
be nuisances, or dangerous to health ; and to order their 
abatement, cleansing, purification, or removal, as the 
necessity of the case may require. 


3. And said Board of Health is hereby authorized for 
the purpose of making such inspection, to enter any 
building, yard, or other place, and to order the abate- 
ment of any and every nuisance, and the cleansing, puri- 
fication, and removal, of every place or thing which they 
may deem dangerous to health; and to prescribe and fix 
the time in which every such abatement, cleansing, puri- 
~ fication, or removal, shall be had and done; and to make 
any and every other order necessary for the accomplish- 
ment of the object desired. 


4. Said Board of Health shall possess all the powers 
conferred by, and be subject to the provisions of, the act 


of the Legislature of the State of New York, entitled - 


“An act for the preservation of the Public Health,” 
passed April 10, 1850, and all acts amendatory thereof, 
and of the act entitled “ An act for the Incorporation of 
Villages,” passed April 20, 1870. 
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INFECTIOUS AND PESTILENTIAL DISEASES. 


§ 54, Whenever any person shall be taken with the 
small-pox or any other infectious or pestilential disease 
within the Village, or shall be sick therewith in any 
house or place within the Village, from which, in the 
opinion of the Board of Health, there shall be danger 
that such disease may be communicated to, or taken by 
others, said Board may order the remoyal of such sick ° 
person (if then in condition to admit of removal) to’ 
such retired and secure place as such Board may direct; 
and the person in whose house or family such sick person 
may be, shall make such removal within the time speci- 


fied by the order of said Board, under penalty of twenty- 


five dollars. 


§ 55. If any such sick person shall not have been 
remoyed within such time, said Board of Health may 
direct and cause his or her removal to be made; and if 
such sick person is unable to provide medicine, medical 
attendance, nurses, food, and other necessaries for his or 
her comfort, the same shall be temporarily provided and 
furnished by the Board of Trustees of the Village, until 
one of the Overseers of the Poor of the Town of Manlius 
can be notified, and shall have made proper provisions 
for the care, attention and support of such person ; and. 
in every case of such poor person being so sick, the 
Board of Trustees sha | give immediate notice to one of 
the Overseers of the Poor of said Town, requiring of the 


Town such aid and assistance. - 


_§ 56 Whenever any person shall be sick with the 


. small-pox, or other infectious or pestilential disease, at 


any house within the Village, the Board of Health shall 
cause notices to be posted upon, or near said house, and 
in the roads or passages leading from each way thereto, 
warning the public of the fact, and directing that no 
person or persons, whose attendance shall not be abso- 
lutely necessary, shall go into or near such house. 
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§ 57. It shall be the duty of every householder or 
person in whose house, or upon whose premises, any 
one shall be taken sick with the small-pox or other in- 
fectious or pestilential disease, within twelve hours after 
knowledge of the fact, and of every physician within 
three hours after such knowledge, to report such case 
to the President, or one of the Health Commissioners, 
- of the Village—each under penalty of twenty-five dollars. 


OTHER AND FURTHER PROVISIONS. 


§ 58. In every case in which the Board of Health 
shall declare any place or thing to be a nuisance,*the 
owner, or in case of his absence, the occupant of the 
lands and premises on which the same shall be located 
or situated, shall abate or remove the same, within such 
reasonable time, as said Board may direct, under penalty 
of twenty-five dollars; and an additional penalty of five 
dollars for every twenty-four hours the same may remain 
after the expiration of the time fixed by said Board for 
its abatement or removal. 

§ 59. No person, firm, or corporation, shall permit or 
suffer any dead horse, cattle, swine, or other animal, to 
remain on his, her or their lands, nor between the lne 
and center of the road in front thereof, over twenty-four 

hours, unless within that time all parts of the same shall 
be buried two feet, at least, below the original surface of 
the soil, and at a suitable distance from any dwelling, 
store, or workshop, and with the cart. so placed back in 
the hole, and oyer the animal, as to prevent all stench 
therefrom ; under penalty of ten dollars; and in additien 


the expense of removal, if done by prder Ds the Board: 


of Health. 


§ 60. It shall: be unlawful for any person, firm, or 


corporation to eause or satter any slops, cess-poo! water, 
or other filthy or offensive waters, or excrement to run, 
or flow, from his, her, or their lands, on to the lands of 
another, or into any of the streets or open gutters of 
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the Village, under penalty of five dollars for each offence ; 
and one dollar for each and every twenty-four hours the 
nuisance shall be continued after the Board of Health 
shall order its abatement; but this shall not include 
waters running by reason of rain, or the melting of ice 
or snow, if not flowing through filthy places, or channels. 


§ 61, Whenever the Board of Health may direct it, 
and under its direction, each and every owaer or occu- 
pant of any lands and premises within the Village, shall 
forthwith, and thoroughly, renoyate, clean, and purify, 
any and all sinks, sewers, drains, gutters, cess-pools, 
privies, slanghter-houses, and other nuisances, which 
now are, or at any time may be, on such lands and 
premises; and within such reasonable time as said Board 
may prescribe, under peralty of ten dollars; with an 
additional penalty of three dollars for each and every 
day the same may be suffered to continue, after the ex- 
piration of the time said Board may fix for its cleansing 
_ purification or remoyal. 


_ § 62. No person shall throw or place, nor cause, the 
same to be done, any fetid meat, fish, entrails, carrion, 
or other animal putrefaction or substance, in any creek, 
stream, canal, dike, race-way, pond, reservoir, or other 
flowing or standing water of the: Village, under a penalty 
of not less than five nor more than ten dollars. 

§ 63. No person, or persons, shall hereafter build, 
erect, or use, any slaughter-house within the Village, 
unless in such remote or retired part thereof, as the 
Board of Health, in writing, may permit, as not likely 
to do injury, or give offence, under penalty of ten dollars ; 
and an additional penalty of three dollars for each and 
every day the same may be used. 


OF GENERAL APPLICATION. 
s 64. Any and all fines and penalties imposed by 
Statute, or by any By-Law or Ordinance of the Village, 
for any violation or offence committed in the Village, un- 
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less the same shall be voluntarily paid by the offender, 
shall be sued for and collected in the corporate name of 
the Village ; and in all cases of the gradation of fines or 
penalties for any cflence, or class of offences, it shall be 
discretionary with the Magistrate convicting, to impose 
the highest, or lowest, or any intermediate fine or penal- 
ty—together, in all eases, with costs as provided by 
Statute. , 

§ 65. No imposition, or collection, of any fine or 
penalty for any trespass or injury to any public or pri- 
vate property, by the Village, for the violation of any of 
its By-Laws or Ordinances, shall bar or hinder any 
person, firm, or corporation from sueing for, and recover- 
ing his, her, or their damage for any injury done to per- 
son or property. 

§ 66. The President of the Village may, whenever he 
shall deem 1t expedient or proper, offer a reward for the 
arrest and punishment of any offender, not exceeding in 
amount the fine or penalty by these By-Laws and Or- 
dinances imposed for the violation or offence committed. 


§ 67. «Any person, or persons, who shall give inform- 
ation which shall lead to the arrest and conviction of 
any one, who shall be guilty of any wanton, malicious, 
or wilful trespass or mischief; or wantonly making or 
assisting in making any noise in the streets of the 
Village in the night-time ; or of selling or giving away 
any intoxicating liquors, wine, ale or beer, in any of the 
streets, parks or vacant lots of the Village; or of violat- 
ing either of the ordinances for the protection of ceme- 
teries ; or of keeping any brothel or house of assignation, 
or of procuring or entertaining lewd women, for purposes 
of prostitution ; or of keeping any gaming or disorderly 
house, or playing for money, liquor, or any other thing 
and winning or loosing thereat; shall be entitled to de- 
mand and receive one-third of the fine or penalty im- 
posed for the violation of the By-Laws or Ordinance 
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wade for the prevention thereof, as soon as the same 
shall be paid or collected. 


§ 68. In every case of suit and judgment for any 
fine or penalty given under the general act for the incor- 
poratien of Villages, passed April 20, 1870; or for any 
fine or penalty imposed for the violation of any By-Law 
or Ordinance of the Village, if the defendant has no 
property, personal or real, whereof judgment can be 
collected, the Justice or Magistrate convicting shall issue 
an execution against the body, requiring the defendant to 
be imprisoned in the County Jail—(Onondaga County 
Penitentiary) for a term, to be therein stated, not exceed- 
ing ten days. 

§ 69. These By-Laws and Ordinances shall be printed 
and published in pamphlet form, and be posted by hang- 
ing. up copies at the post-office, each bank, each hotel, 
and each meat market in the Village, and shall take 
effect immediately; except that none imposing any fine 
or penalty shall take effect until ten days after such pub- 

lication and posting; and all former By-Laws and 
Ordinances of the Village shall cease to be operative 
from and after the time these shall become fully effective 
as aforesaid. Amendments, and new By-Laws may be 
made, but shall not take effect, (if general) until after 
two weeks publication in the Village paper, and posting 
ten days as aforesaid.
